In hopes to help the teachers keep up the interest 
in reading classes, I effected an exchange of Readers. 
The same firm issued a set of books entirely new, still 
’ calling them Franklin Readers. These they gave us in 
exchange for old ones, without expense, looking for 
their pay from profits on future sales. Only the first 
four numbers could be then secured, but there is now a 


fifth to be had. 


With these general remarks, and the wish that the 
parents cherish these schools as inestimable treasure, 
and also that they labor for moral purity in them with 
untiring watchfulness, I now proceed to introduce the 
schools to you individually. 


District No. 1. 


Mrs. Mary H. Thayer, Prudential Committee. 
Will A. Thayer, Teacher. 


With only a little experience, it was quite a task for 
this young man to undertake a village school, and that 
in his own district. Considering the difficulties, he de- 
serves much praise. His qualifications, moral and lit- 
erary, are good, and his whole interest and energy were 
for the school. Fair progress seemed made by the 
scholars; on the part of some, excellent progress. 
The violence of the wind storm.broke up the school 
so completely that only five pupils were present at the 
final examinations. ‘These did well as we would ex- 
pect heroes to do. The same determination that defies 
the weather overcomes other obstacles in this life, where 
heroism is so precious a virtue. At least seven of the 
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larger pupils of this district availed themselves of the ex- 
cellent instruction at the Academy, and so we miss the 
large scholars from the public school. ‘Those remain- 
ing in it are, on the average, small, but very bright and 
attractive. 


DISBRICT ANOS 2. 


Oliver Tenney, Prudential Committee. 
Miss M. Lizzie Hadley, Teacher. 


Having done good service in town before, we all 
expected good things of Miss Hadley. We were not 
disappointed. I judge the parents very far from disap- 
pointed, as they have just set her at work in the new 
term now in session. Uniformity of treatment and ex- 
alted aims on the teacher’s part seem to have secured 
the respect of all the pupils, and resulted in a quiet, 
healthy and industrious school, from which only good 
fruit could come. 


DistricT No. 4. 


Clinton W. Demont, Prudential Committee, 
Emma A. Wellington, Teacher. 


Sickness interrupted the work of this year here 
more than usual. Finally it closed the school sooner 
than had been expected. On this account, perhaps, the - 
school did not do itself justice examination day. The 
scholars seemed quite attached to the teacher, and she 
had the respect of the parents, and did faithful service 
for them. I hope that regular attendance and faithful 
effort by pupils will in future secure any ground lost in 
the past. We all rejoice in the improvement made by 
repairing the room. Give the children as good as there 
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is, everywhere; they are our choicest treasure in this 
life. 


DistricT No. 5. 


Richard H. Davis, Prudential Committee. 
Evelina Davis, Teacher. 


The people of this village think they have beaten 
the crowd the past year in the matter of schools. 
Having found a good thing, they were shrewd enough 
to keep it, as they hired their old teacher over again, 
and kept her for the year. ‘They say some things are 
good enough. without praising. If so, I will only say 
of the second term that its examination day was one of 
the best I ever knew. No fault of teacher or pupils 
hindered a complete repetition of that success, I pre- 
sume; but sickness did deplete the attendance, and, 
of course, detracted from the interest of the pupils. 
Especial mention here also must be made of the respect 
secured from the large scholars—a fact I always like to 
chronicle. 


DisTRIcTUNo..6. 


Thomas J. Huntee, Prudential Committee. 
Addie S. Roberts, Teacher. 


This school was in session only during the winter 
—one long term. Perhaps I might also call it thin as 
well as long, as there were but two pupils. These, with 
their prompt and plucky teacher deserve praise. They 
stood by the ship, and did bravely. 

It was the teacher’s first term, she being the only 
novice in the business in town. I think the district 
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approved her work and appreciated her promptness and 
decision. I always tound a neat room, industrious 
pupils and thorough instruction. -One needs to think 
of it a while in order to see how difficult it is to make a 
first rate school for fourteen weeks with only two schol- 
ars. Such a one I think they had here. 


District No. 7. 


J. Otis Wheeler, Prudential Committee. 
Mrs. Annie E. Farwell, Teacher. 


Here the authorities were wise enough to secure a 
teacher of established reputation. She did good, faith- 
ful work. It is apparent that things go hard in this 
school. It must be called backward, although it is not 
- without some keen scholars. They certainly had good 
opportunity to learn this year, and I think they did try 
pretty well. Firm purpose and hard labor will gain the | 
victory in the end. Itis indeed no great disadvantage 
to» be what is popularly called “hard to learn,” provided 
one appreciates knowledge and is industrious. These 
large scholars must try hard, if they would rank with 
faithful scholars elsewhere. 


DrsTRICT ONO: 


Mrs. Elmina Davis, Prudential Committee. 
Helen E. Hood, Teacher. 


Good fortune also brought a teacher to this little 
school that needs no new commendation in New Ips- 
wich. She made for herself a lasting reputation in No. 
11 by years of faithful service and patient continuance in 
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all well doing. These little pupils much needed a faith- 
ful drill in fundamentals, and this teacher of experience 
was not long in seeing the want, nor backward in sup- 
plying it. This resulted in marked improvement, espe- 
cially in reading and writing. The scholars found out 
that they knew some things, and knew them certain,— 
a very desirable thing in school. 


District No. 9. 


Mrs. A. Carr, Prudential Committee. 
Addie L. Moreland, Teacher. 


I was pleased to have here the same teacher I 
counseled with two years since. It is always a pleasure 
to find a teacher re-employed by the parents who have 
the scholars, for they, if intelligent, are the best judges 
of the quality of the instruction given. 

Some additions from outside made the school quite 
respectable in numbers, as it is always more than re- 
spectable in quality. That old knowledge-shop does 
not improve very much in attractiveness, but it rings 
with good prompt answers, and is made radiant with 
bright faces that want to look into things. What a 
pleasure to see the fire fly when a fact or idea really 
strikes a growing mind ! 


District No. Ii. 


Charles B. Preston, Prudential Committee. 
Geo. K. Mayhew and L. Ann Haywood, Teachers. 


One term only could Mr. Mayhew endure the 
fatigue of the school-room. After two and a third years 
of successful labor, we were obliged to give him up. 
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Disease was stronger even than his great love for this 
place and school, and obliged him to go home sick. 
Parents could only be sorry to lose him whom they 
knew so worthy of their confidence; whose purity and 
good taste had been a safe model for the young, and 
very healthful in society. 

One to take his place was found at the very en- 
trance of the school yard. She had done good service 
in former years elsewhere, and did not disappoint us 
here. ‘The school was orderly and industrious, and 
made good progress—some of the small ones very re- 
markable progress. Several young men also helped 
give character to its last term. 


District No. T22 


John S. Taylor, Prudential Committee. 
Genevieve Webber, Teacher. 


I have always admired the skill of one who can 
succeed here, even for a term. Certainly I appreciate 
the labor of one who has done well all the year. 

To manage so many little ones and do justice to 
all, is no small task. There is so much fundamental 
work constantly called for here. One-half the pupils 
French, many of them unable to converse at all in 
English, and then the constant changes, and other 
things “too numerous to mention,” make up a very 
difficult school. 

Happily, the parents seem now harmonious and 
helpful, so the teacher was appreciated and for the most 
part well used. Most of the foreign children are quick 
tolearn, and some of their parents appreciate our school 
privileges, while others seem to think school a source of 
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persecution to people who only come here to earn 
money. These latter occasionally make trouble, but 
for the most part they act reasonably well. And if 
otherwise, allowance should be made. The year was a 
very profitable one to the school. 


District No. 13. 


J. E. F. Marsh, Jr., Prudential Committee. 
Carrie B. Wilson, Teacher. 


In several other schools in town Miss Wilson has 
proved herself faithful and untiring. Here again she 
was always earnest and patient. Strong attachment 
existed between teacher and scholars. The attendance 
was excellent until interrupted by sickness, and good 
progress resulted on the part of most of the school. 
There are now some very interesting pupils belonging 
here, who, in their beautiful room, make a very attrac- 
tive school. They might secure, perhaps, a little more 
definiteness in statement by making the effort, the same 
being true also of most of the other schools. 


I cannot close without a word of truth that these 
teachers are certainly entitled to. They have given their 
whole time to their several schools. That is, they have 
not wasted their energies in frivolity or other occupa- 
tion, and then droned out tired hours in order to secure 
the town’s money, but they have worked and earned it, 
and for this I thank them. 

I could have criticised each one some, perhaps, as 
- fault-finding is very easy, but I have chosen to do other- 
wise in this report. I make this general suggestion to 
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them: Study to be clear; if the zdea in the book is 
swamped in words, extricate it; see that the pupil gets 
the idea, your own or the author’s. A pile of book say- 
ings or teachers’ words that convey no definite idea to 
the mind of the learner are only so much rubbish. 
Don’t be afraid to break the shell that the pupil may 
get the kernel, though you need not eat it for him. Get 
a definite answer, and don’t say yes each time; and 
don’t repeat the answer save in exceptional cases.
